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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

First, Applicant's amendment filed 9/21/2005 cancels claims 1 and 8, and also 
changes claims 7 and 22-24 to be dependent upon previously allowed claim 2. 

Second, the Examiner repeats the reasons for allowance (see Office action dated 
5/4/2005) as follows: In a response dated 3/16/2005, claim 2 has been amended in 
independent form to include all of the limitations of cancelled base claim 1 , and any 
intervening claims. It is noted that prior art Kastura lacks a teaching of a backing coat of 
a pressure sensitive layer between the indicia layer and carrier layer. The backing coat 
of a pressure sensitive layer is neither taught, nor suggested by Kastura.
